TRAINING FOR WORKERS -- Borba, Ho 59, 10 Mar 49 


Acoor&lng to the Fire-Tear Plan, there are to be 100,000 skilled worker a 
in Yugoslavia b y the end of 1951 ° -Results of the training program to date 
haro been satisfactory. The federal Ministry of Light Induatry has trained 15 
percent aore workers than its quota required . Severer, heary industry and 
mining are lagging behind . In the burning industry, the plan for Bosnia and 
Hercegovina has been realized only 6' percent; for Croatia, only 45 percent . 

Some enterprises failed to meet their 1946 plane because they did no t 
receive their plane until May or even as late as the end cf July. In some 
enterprises the plans called for more shilled workers than there were semi- 
skilled workers arall&ule for further training. In some enterprises, inadequate 
acoourtlng prevented maximum efficiency and ret- onallxatlon. 

In the building industry, for example, machinery was utilized only 27 per- 
cent of capacity in 1948 beoeuie there verb not enough trained workers who knew 
how to operate it. 


The problem of whether workers should be trained after working hours or 
during the last 2 hours of the working day depends largely on the housing and 
transportation situation. In enterprises where transportation ia not available, 
courses held after working hours usually fail. vnte«s euoh problems as lack cf 
housing or transportation prevent it ; ooursee ehculd be held after working hours 
so an not to interfere with production.
